Marijuana eyedrops 
may bring relief 
to glaucoma victims 


RESTON, Va. (AP) - Mari­ 
juana eyedrops effectively re­ 
lieve symptoms of glaucoma 
and are ready for tests on 
people suffering from the eye 
disease, researchers say. But 
those taking the drops will have 
to put up with a side effect — 
“getting high.” 
A Medical College of Georgia 
researcher said Monday that 
animal tests show liquid mari­ 
juana “is as good or better 
than any anti-glaucoma medi­ 
cation currently available.” 
Dr. Keith Green, associate 
professor 
of 
ophthalmology, 
said research emphasis was 
being placed on substances re­ 
lated to or derived from mari­ 
juana “that hopefully won’t 
have the euphoric side effects.” 
Addressing a science writers’ 
seminar sponsored here by Re­ 
search to Prevent Blindness, 
Inc., Green said a new anti­ 
glaucoma 
drug would 
give 
patients a valuable alternate 
treatment to the few drugs now 


available for this purpose. 
Glaucoma is a condition in 
which the fluids of the eye do 
not drain properly, causing a 
buildup of pressure within the 
eyeball. 
This 
pressure can 
damage the optic nerve and 
distort the structures of the 
eye, leading to loss of vision. 
The condition is the third 
leading cause Of blindness in 
the United States and affects 
an estimated two million per­ 
sons. 
If detected early, drug treat­ 
ment can slow down or arrest 
glaucoma. But if this fails, 
frequently surgery is the out­ 
come. 
Green said he became inter­ 
ested in marijuana as a pos­ 
sible glaucoma drug in 1971 
after a report by researchers at 
the Jules Stein Eye Institute in 
Los Angeles. That study found 
that volunteers who smoked 
marijuana showed a drop in 
pressure within the eye. 
“The clinical potential of this 
finding was immediately ob­ 


vious, although my approach 
was rather skeptical at first,” 
Green said. 
The researcher found that a 
single drop of marijuana’s most 
active ingredient, called THC, 
dropped eye pressure in rabbits 
for five hours. The rabbits also 
got a marijuana “high.” 


In the latest studies, rabbits 
were given drops of THC-like 
substances twice a day for four 
months. 
The 
treatm ents 
dropped pressure within their 
eyes by 30 per cent or more, 
Green said. 


The marijuana causes blood 
pressure in the eye to lower, he 
said. Reducing blood pressure 
causes less fluid to be forced 
into the eye. 
Green said some marijuana 
derivatives do not cause as 
much of a “high” as others. A 
major drug company has ap­ 
plied to federal authorities tor 
permission to test some of 
these on humans with glauc­ 
oma, he added.

Following record 1975 crops, 
another round of big harvests 
would mean substantial build­ 
ups in U.S. grain stockpiles. 
Those buildups could lead to 
substantially lower grain prices 
at the farm. Lower prices prob­ 


ably would result in a further 
expansion of meat, milk and 
poultry production, leading to 
an easing of consumer food 
prices. 
The department said winter 
wheat output this year is esti­ 
mated at 1.46 billion bushels. 
That would be 12 per cent less 
than 1975’s harvest, but would 
provide ample reserves for do­ 
mestic and export use. 
The department also said it 
expects farmers to produce 500 
million to 600 million bushels of 
spring-planted wheat, meaning 
the total 1976 wheat output 
could be around two billion 
bushels, only slightly smaller 
than last year’s record of 2.1 
billion.

to support the retirement plan.

have pension plans under which 
lawmakers do not contribute 
part of their salary, according 
to Legis 50, the Denver-based 
group that compiles informa­ 
tion on legislative operations 
across the country. 
Ten states do not provide any 
retirement benefits for lawmak­ 
ers, the information compiled 
last fall showed. 
Based on the figures, 34 
states,, including Missouri, now 
have legislative pension plans 
to which both die state and the 
individual lawmakers contrib­ 


ute. Two states—Minnesota and 
Connecticut—make no contribu­ 
tion to retirement programs, 
requiring the lawmakers to 
bear the full cots. 
In the states requiring law­ 
makers to help finance their re­ 
tirement benefits, the average 
contribution is 7.5 per cent of 
annual salary. The highest con­ 
tribution is 30 per cent for 
Rhode Island lawmakers and 
legislators in New Mexico, who 
receive no salary, must pay 
$100 a year if they want to re­ 
ceive a pension. 


Calculation of pension bene­ 
fits in most states is based on a 
percentage of a legislator’s 
salary multiplied by the num­ 
ber of years of service. Be­ 
cause salaries paid by the 
states range from nothing to 
$1,958 a month, according to 
the figures, monthly pension 
benefits have a similarly wide 
range—from nothing to $942 
based on 15 years service.

Marijuana eyedrops 
may bring relief 
to glaucoma victims 


RESTON, Va <AP> - Mari­ 
juana eyedrops effectively re­ 
lieve symptoms of glaucoma 
and are ready for tests on 
people suffering from the eye 
disease, researchers say. But 
those taking the drops will have 
to put up with a side effect — 
“getting high.” 
A Medical College of Georgia 
researcher said Monday that 
animal tests show liquid m ari­ 
juana "is as good or better 
than any anti-glaucoma medi­ 
cation currently available." 


Dr 
Keith Green, associate 
professor 
of 
ophthalmology, 
said research emphasis was 
being placed on substances re 
lated to or derived from m ari­ 
juana 
"that hopefully won't 
have the euphoric side effects." 
Addressing a science w riters’ 
seminar sponsored here by Re­ 
search to Prevent Blindness, 
Inc., Green said a new anti­ 
glaucoma 
drug 
would 
give 
patients a valuable alternate 
treatment to the few drugs now 


available for this purpose. 
Glaucoma is a condition in 
which the fluids of the eye do 
not drain properly, causing a 
buildup of pressure within the 
eyeball. 
This 
pressure 
can 
damage the optic nerve and 
distort the structures of the 
eye, leading to loss of vision 
The condition is the third 
leading cause of blindness in 
the United States and affects 
an estimated two million per­ 
sons 
If detected early, drug treat­ 
ment can slow down or arrest 
glaucoma. But if this fails, 
frequently surgery is the out­ 
come 
Green said he became inter­ 
ested in marijuana as a pos­ 
sible glaucoma drug in 1971 
after a report by researchers at 
the Jules Stein Eye Institute in 
Los Angeles That study found 
that volunteers who smoked 
marijuana showed a drop in 
pressure within the eye 
"The clinical potential of this 
finding was immediately ob­ 


vious. although my approach 
was rather skeptical at first,” 
Green said 
The researcher found that a 
single drop of marijuana's most 
active ingredient, called THC, 
dropped eye pressure in rabbits 
for five hours The rabbits also 
got a marijuana “high " 


In the latest studies, rabbits 
were given drops of THC-like 
substances twice a day for four 
m onths. 
The 
treatm ents 
dropped pressure within their 
eyes by 30 per cent or more, 
Green said. 


The marijuana causes blood 
pressure in the eye to lower, he 
said Reducing blood pressure 
causes less fluid to be forced 
into the eye 
Green said some marijuana 
derivatives do not cause as 
much of a "high" as others A 
major drug company has ap­ 
plied to federal authorities for 
permission to test some of 
these on humans with glauc­ 
oma, he added

(AP) — Missouri lawmakers 
receive pension benefits above 
the national average, according 
to figures provided by a citi­ 
zens group on state legisla­ 
tures 
And a bill, passed during the 
recent session of the General 
Assembly, would revise the leg­ 
islative pension plan to elimi­ 
nate the present requirement 
that lawmakers contribute 5 
per cent of their annual salary 
to support the retirement plan. 
Only four states currently 


have pension plans under which 
lawmakers do not contribute 
part of their salary, according 
to Legis 50, the Denver based 
group that compiles informa­ 
tion on legislative operations 
across the country 
Ten states do not provide any 
retirement benefits for lawmak 
ers, the information compiled 
last hill showed 
Based on 
the figures, 34 
states,, including Missouri, now 
have legislative pension plans 
to which both the state and the 
individual lawmakers contnb 


ute Two states- Minnesota and 
Connecticut make no contnbu 
tion to retirement programs,

In the states requiring law­ 
makers to help finance their re­ 
tirement benefits, the average 
contribution is 7.5 per cent of 
annual salary The highest con 
tribution is 30 per cent for 
Rhode Island lawmakers and 
legislators in New Mexico, who 
receive no salary, must pay 
$100 a year if they want to re 
ceive a pension

fits in most states is based on a

cause salaries paid by the 
states range from nothing to

the figures, monthly pension

JUSTICE 
During October, November and December of last year, 
569 of those arrested in Washington, D.C. for serious 
crimes were on release pending trial on other charges 
when arrested. An additional 402 persons arrested in 
Washington during the same period were, at the time, 
free from prison on probation, parole or conditional 
release. 
That alarming set of statistics — which all too easily 
could be virtually duplicated by other high-crime cities 
— is cited in a footnote to a speech delivered earlier this 
month by Warren E. Burger, Chief Justice of the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
Justice Burger suggested some ways American justice 
could be both speeded up and made more airtight to a 
national conference on American justice in St. Paul, 
Minn. 
"The caseload of the United States Courts of Appeals 
has more than doubled since 1968 but no additional ap­ 
pellate judges have been provided,” he said. "Pending in 
Congress is a four- year- old request for 65 desperately 
needed district and circuit judges... The Senate has 
approved 52 new judgeships, but we will have no ad­ 
ditional judges until the House acts, although there is a 
near crisis situation... ” 
"I do not... think it subversive to ask why England, the 
fountainhead of all our legal institutions, found it prudent 
and helpful 40 years ago to abandon trials for most civil 
cases,” said Justice Burger. He added that also worth 
consideration are Britain’s "ideas of finality of 
judgments, short of three or four appeals and trials.” 
Regarding the bail system, the Chief Justice said, "It 
is not uncommon for an accused, when finally tried, to 
have other indictments pending. If the matter is disposed 
of by a guilty plea, after conviction on one charge, there is 
some evidence of a tendency to dismiss or defer other 
charges and to impose a single sentence.” 
We believe Justice Burger has hit some leading 
judicial problems smack on the head. We now can only 
hope that government and legal authorities in decision­ 
making roles will act on his words — and the mounting 
evidence of serious trouble in the nation’s system of 
justice — to bring about the changes necessary to repair 
the system.

WASHINGTON - The per­ 
nicious practice of branding 
prominent 
Americans 
as 
Communist sympathizers didn’t 
die with the late Sen. Joe 
McCarthy. His murky disciples 
are still circulating a smear 
sheet, called “Information 
Digest,” to police departments. 
This has resulted, incredibly, 
in the establishment of secret 
police files on a host of 
celebrities such as Eddie Albert, 
Candice 
Bergen, 
Leonard 
Bernstein, Dick Cavett, Dustin 
Hoffman, Shirley MacLaine, 
Carl Reiner and Richard 
Widmark. 
Several political figures, 
including Rev. Ralph Aber­ 
nathy, 
ex-Attorney 
General 
Ramsey Clark, New York City’s 
former mayor John Lindsay, 
auto workers bass Leonard 
Woodcock and various members 
of Congress, have also wound up 
as the subjects of police 
dossiers. 
The evidence has been un­ 
covered by New York State 
Assembly investigators William 
Haddad and Thomas Burton, 
who conducted a painstaking 
investigation of “Information 
Digest.” In a confidential report 
that eventually will be released 
to the public, they charge that 
the insidious smear sheet has 
been used as a “confidential 
informant” by the New York 
State Police for years. 
“Names negatively men­ 
tioned in the publication,” the 
Assembly investigators found, 
“were the stimulus for the 
creation of a dossier on the in­ 
dividual.” Copies of the smear 
sheet were found in police files 
stamped: 
‘The information 
contained herein ii of a 
classified nature intended solely 
for the New York State Police 
and any other agency authorized 
by them.” 
The information was then 
shared with police across 
America, often “without in­ 
dependent checking by the 
police as to the validity and 
source of this derogatory in­ 


formation.” 
The chief source, according to 
the study, is the office of Rep. 
Larry McDonald, D.-Ga., a 
bush-league McCarthy who uses 
his congressional immunity to 
malign prominent people. He 
spreads wild charges against 
them in the Congressional 
Record. This permits Infor­ 
mation Digest to republish the 
charges, without risk of libel 
suits. 
In fact, Information Digest 
has acknowledged in one of its 
bulletins that it “is indebted to 
the Congressman or his in-depth 
analysis” of Communist Party 
activities in the United States. 
McDonald’s colleagues on 
Capitol Hill tend to regard him 
as more of a clown than a 
menace. They may change their 
minds, however, after they 
discover his office has helped 
Information 
Digest 
portray 
many of them to the police as 
Communist sympathizers. 
The sleuths have identified the 
smea*- sheet’s chief contact in 
McDonald’s office as a $14,000*- 
year researcher named S. 
Louise Rees. A McDonald aide 
told our associate Bob Owens 
Ms. Rees worked “on projects 
directly for the boss” and was 
often out of the office.

JUSTICE 
During October, November and December of last year, 
569 of those arrested in Washington, D.C. for serious 
crimes were on release pending trial on other charges 
when arrested. An additional 402 persons arrested in 
Washington during the same period were, at the time, 
free from prison on probation, parole or conditional 
release. 
That alarming set of statistics — which all too easily 
could be virtually duplicated by other high-crime cities 
— is cited in a footnote to a speech delivered earlier this 
month by Warren E. Burger, Chief Justice of the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
Justice Burger suggested some ways American justice 
could be both speeded up and made more airtight to a 
national conference on American justice in St. Paul, 
Minn. 
“The caseload of the United States Courts of Appeals 
has more than doubled since 1968 but no additional ap­ 
pellate judges have been provided,” he said. “Pending in 
Congress is a four- year- old request for 65 desperately 
needed district and circuit judges... The Senate has 
approved 52 new judgeships, but we will have no ad­ 
ditional judges until the House acts, although there is a 
near crisis situation...” 
“I do not... think it subversive to ask why England, the 
fountainhead of all our legal institutions, found it prudent 
and helpful 40 years ago to abandon trials for most civil 
cases,” said Justice Burger. Ht added that also worth 
consideration are 
Britain's “ideas of finality of 
judgments, short of three or four appeals and trials.” 
Regarding the bail system, the Chief Justice said, “It 
is not uncommon for an accused, when finally tried, to 
have other indictments pending. If the matter is disposed 
of by a guilty plea, after conviction on one charge, there is 
some evidence of a tendency to dismiss or defer other 
charges and to impose a single sentence.” 
We believe Justice Burger has hit some leading 
judicial problems smack on the head. We now can only 
hope that government and legal authorities in decision­ 
making roles will act on his words — and the mounting 
evidence of serious trouble in the nation’s system of 
justice — to bring about the changes necessary to repair 
the system.

Haddad and Thomas Burton, 
who conducted a painstaking 
investigation of “Information 
Digest ” In a confidential report 
that eventually will be released 
to the public, they charge that 
the insidious smear sheet has 
been used as a “confidential 
informant” by the New York 
State Police for years 
“ Names negatively men­ 
tioned in the publication,'’ the 
Assembly investigators found, 
“were the stimulus for the 
creation of a dossier on the in­ 
dividual ” Copies of the smear 
sheet were found in police files

“But what about children, and 
people who aren’t eligible to 
vote?” 
"They would have to show up, 
too, but we’d have a third booth 
for them 
If they can prove 
they’re too young to vote or 
they’re not a resident of the 
state, they would get their flu 
shot without having to pull a 
lever for one of the presidential 
Candida tes,” 
“But wouldn’t getting a flu 
shot keep a lot of people away 
from the polls'’There are many 
voters who don't like to be stuck 
with a needle ” 
“ I thought about that," 
Rademacher said, “and I think 1 
have the answer Anyone who 
votes on Election Day and 
receives his or her flu shot gets a 
free lollipop " 
“A free lollipop?” 
“Sure 
Most 
people don't 
mind getting inoculated if the 
doctor or nurse gives them a 
free lollipop afterward ” 
“I think they should get a free 
lollipop if they vote,” I said 
“With the choices this year, it’s 
going to be much more painful to 
vote than it is to get a flu shot ” 


Rademacher said, “I hadn't 
thought of that. It would mean 
two lollipops One for voting and 
one for the flu shot That could 
run into a lot of money.” 
“What difference does it make 
as long as you get a large tur­ 
nout for the election?” I said, 
“ Have you made the suggestion 
to 
the 
Democratic 
and 
Republican parties?” 
“Yes, but I got a mixed 
reaction on it. The Democrats 
want everyone to get their flu 
shots in October, two weeks 
before the election."

on population pattern 


Weddings to come 
Huffstutler- Trucks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Few­ 
er people are getting married 
and more are getting divorced,* 
according to the latest govern­ 
ment reports, but some experts 
say declining marriage figures 
don’t mean a rejection of tradi­ 
tional values. 
A new study by the Center 
for Health Statistics shows the 
number 
of 
marriages 
per­ 
formed in the United States de­ 
clined about 7 per cent from 
1973 to 1975. 
The center’s provisional data 
shows an estimated 2.1 million 
couples were married in 1975, 
compared with 2.2 million in 
1974, and an estimated 2.3 mil­ 
lion in 1973. 


But Paul C. Glide, a senior 
demographer in the Census Bu­ 
reau’s marriage and family di­ 
vision, says the decrease in 
marriages is more likely a re­ 
sult of changing population pat­ 
terns than a rejection of tradi­ 
tional values. 
“We’re now seeing a passing 


of a peak effect of the post- 
World War II baby boom,” he 
said. He said a marriage peak 
was reached in the early 1970s, 
when the bulk of the post-World 
War II baby-boom generation 
reached the early 20s, tradition­ 
al marrying years. 


And Arthur J. Norton, a Cen­ 
sus Bureau analyst, suggests 
the figures show that.many 
young people are postponing 
marriage until they are older. 
He said that may indicate they 
are being more careful about 
selecting a mate than they once 
were. 
“It is a possibility that the 
longer one waits to marry, the 
more selective one is in choos­ 
ing a partner,” he said. “This 
should make marriage more vi­ 
able with more of a chance of 
success.” 
The report on declining mar­ 
riages followed an earlier study 
by the same government agen­ 
cy showing that the divorce 
rate climbed 4.6 per cent be­ 


tween 1974 and 1975 But that 
report said the rate of increase 
was not so great as in previous 
years. Between 1968 and 1972, 
for example, the divorce rate 
soared at an annual average of 
11.5 per cent. 
At the same time, that report 
showed that 41 per cent of the 
men and 52 per cent of the 
women divorced in 1975 were 
under age 30. 
Studies of changing marriage 
and divorce patterns of the last 
few years indicate many people 
are taking marriage more se­ 
riously. Although some surveys 
indicate most people consider 
marriage and family life to be 
the most satisfying aspects of 
their lives, there is no longer 
the intense pressure to marry 
that there once was.

“I was sure the ball was out of the park but I just 
couldn’t go running around the basepatchs when the 
outfielders were going after the ball,” the Dodger third 
baseman said.

However, umpire Jerry Dale signaled Cey on and the 
Dodgers captured their fifth straight victory over the 
Cardinals in the opening of a three-game series here. 
Until Ferguson, a .169 hitter, stroked his second homer 


of the season, Cardinal lefthander Pete Falcone was in 
total command.

Tobacco chaw: 
lesser of two evils

DEAR DR. LAMB - About 
a year ago my husband quit 
smoking. Since then he has 
gained about 15 pounds (which 
he didn’t need) and has 
started chewing tobacco. 
When he gets up in the mor­ 
ning he immediately gets his 
¡tobacco before he does 
anything else and he continues 
to chew constantly all day 
long. He is also tired all the 
time but claims he feels 
better. 
Is there any harm in all this 
chewing? I really think he was 
better when he smoked. He is 
only in his 40s and now seems 
like an old man. 
DEAR READER — Chew­ 
ing tobacco is not a nice habit 
and I can see why you would 
almost settle for his smoking. 
But, the truth is that it is a lot 
sa fe r 
than 
sm okin g 
cigarettes. 
The amount of information 
on the harmful effects of 
chewing tobacco is sparse 
since we don’t have many 
chewers to study as a large 
population. There have been 
some suggestions that the 
swallowed tobacco juice 
might be a factor in bladder 
cancer in men but there is no 
hard epidemiological infor­ 
mation. 
Your husband's fatigue may 
be related to other factors. If 
he would lose a little weight, 
and perhaps improve his 
physical condition if he 
doesn’t get any exercise, that 
might help a lot. 
I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 2-6, 
Tobacco: Cigarettes, Cigars, 
Pipes.

DEAR DR. LAMB— I have 
read that a quart of millrhas 
from 1,200 to 1,500 milligrams 
of calcium in it and that all 
older people should have that 
much. Are both of these 
statements correct? We do 
not drink any milk and use 
very little in any way. 
Is there danger of the 
calcium depositing itself in 
the blood stream and causing 
trouble? 
DEAR READER — A quart 
of whole milk contains about 
1,200 milligrams of calcium. A 
quart of fortified low-fat milk 
or fortified skim milk will 
con tain 
about 
1,400 
milligrams of calcium. 
All women p a s t the 
menopause should have at 
le a st one gram (1,000 
milligrams) of calcium a day 
in their diet. The principal 
source of calcium is milk or 
milk products such as cottage 
cheese, buttermilk or yogurt. 
The calcium helps prevent os­ 
teoporosis, the disease of dis­ 
solving bones, that is par­ 
ticularly prone to occur in 
Anglo-Saxon women after the 
menopause. If you are not us­ 
ing any milk or milk products 
in your diet, you are probably 
getting too little calcium. 
There is absolutely no 
danger of the calcium in your 
diet depositing in the blood 
stream and causing trouble. I 
don’t know how this idea 
became so widespread. If 
you’re taking in excess 
calcium in your diet, much of 
it is simply not absorbed into 
the body at all. If you need it, 
it’s absorbed and certainly 
won’t cause any problems. 
The calcium in your diet and 
in your blood stream has 
nothing to do with the develop­ 
ment of arthritis, bursitis and 
many of the other skeletal 
problems that people develop.

TV comedy 
goes to Moscow 
in the fall 


NEW YORK (AP) - Next 
fall’s situation comedies will 
depict sitcom life in at least 
eight American cities, including 
some burg called New York. 
Diverse locales, but all the 
shows have one thing in com­ 
mon. 
They’re being made in Los 
Angeles. 
But Rupert Hitzig, a producer 
by trade, is trying something 
weird. He’s taping a five-epi­ 
sode summer sitcom right here 
in Fun City. And the series is 
about a family in Russia, a his­ 
toric stepi>e for television. 
It’s called “Ivan the Ter­ 
rible,” starts Saturday, Aug. 21 
on CBS and stars Lou Jacobi as 
Ivan, head of a nine-member 
clan that somehow lives in a 
34-room apartment in beautiful 
downtown Moscow. 
Why Moscow? 
“Well, the premise is that 
people are alike everywhere,” 
says Hitzig, 36. “Governments 
may change but the same 
things affect people everywhere 
— inflation, crowded subways, 
the cost of food and so on. 
“We felt that with a family in 
Moscow we could deal with 
American story lines that are 
familiar, yet get a double-edged 
effect out of them by putting 
them in a society we’ve sort of 
considered an adversary.” 
He said the series will be 
played “strictly for its comic 
value,” not as a commentary 
on the different political sys­ 
tems of the United States and 
Russia. 
Hitzig, who is producing the 
series for a company he and 
comedian Alan King own here, 
was asked if any gentlemen 
with foreign accents — like 
Russian — had been over to 
say a few words at him about 
the show.” 
“Well, I showed the pilot of 
the show to a Russian defector, 
a young student who’d only 
been out of Moscow for 2>4 
months,” he said. He said the 
kid, who spoke perfect English, 
was sent by a friend. 
The student saw an episode 
called “Red Tape,” which deals 
with the difficulties of finding 
an apartment vacancy in Mos­ 
cow. 
“He was very rigid when he 
came in to see it and I didn’t 
think I was going to show it to 
him,” Hitzig said. “But I did. 
And he left with the biggest 
smile on his face I’ve ever 
seen. 
“He said, ‘That’s just the 
way it is.’” 
Hitzig was asked if anyone 
from the Russian consulate 
here had asked to see “ Ivan 
the Terrible” or if he’d offered 
to set up a special screening 
for those in charge there. 
He said nyet on both counts. 
“But we wouldn’t mind doing 
it,” he added. “I think they’d 
be amused.” 
Hitzig, who hopes CBS re­ 
news the show for a possible 
midseason run, is taking a bit 
of a chance producing it here. 
The success rate of the few 
nighttime shows made in Goth­ 
am isn’t good, as witness the 
demise of “Calucci’s Depart­ 
ment,” 
“Beacon Hill” 
and 
Howard Cosell’s variety show. 
None lasted a full season. 
But Hitzig is undeterred. For 
one thing, he thinks the large 
pool of good, stage-trained ac­ 
tors here makes it easy to cast 
a show. 
For another, he says, “Alan 
and I are committed to produc­ 
tion in New York simply be­ 
cause we love New York.”

The calcium helps prevent os­ 
teoporosis. the disease of dis­ 
solving bones, that is par­ 
ticularly prone to occur in 
Anglo-Saxon women after the 
menopause If you are not us­ 
ing any milk or milk products 
in your diet, you are probably 
getting too little calcium.

If 
you’re taking in excess 
calcium in your diet, much of 
it is simply not absorbed into 
the body at all.

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Wavne County Magistrate 
imposes gag order on press in murder trial

' G REEN V ILLE - Magistrate 
George Pruneau granted con­ 
tinuances Friday night to the 
four defendants in the Cow Shed 
tavern murder- robbery case. 
The judge also imposed a gag 
order restricting press coverage 
of testimony to be given at 
upcoming hearings. 
In a packed Wayne County 
Circuit Courtroom, 
Pruneau 
admonished the general public 
for 
anonymous 
threatening 
telephone calls received by the 
three court- appointed defense 
attorneys in the case. 
The hearings on two-count 


first- degree murder charges 
against Howard Hulstine, Roger 
Winningham, 
and 
Donald 
Stephens have been continued 
until 9 a.m. May 18. A hearing is 
set at that time for the fourth 
defendant, 
Guy 
Burroughs, 
charged with accessory after 
the fact to armed robbery. 
The charges stem from the 
April 28 robbery of the Cow Shed 
tavern on Highway 67 just north 
of Greenville. Authorities say 
Carl Fancher, the bartender, 
and James Baker, who iived 
behind the tavern, were killed 
during the course of the robbery. 


Pruneau’s gag order 
is 
believed to be the first of its kind 
issued in the state. The judge 
cited the possibility of pre-trial 
p u b licity 
p reju d icin g 
prospective jurors for the case 
as a primary reason for the gag 
order. 
The order, which was not set 
out in writing but was issued 
orally in court, prohibits any 
verbatim quoting of testimony. 
Member of the press may not 
record any statements made 
during testimony. Summaries of 
statements by the judge and the 
Attorneys 
are 
permitted. 


Pruneau said. 
The judge said foe press may 
“ even summarize what you 
impression, of testimony is, but 
don’t quote verbatim.” 
The use of gag orders is a 
relatively 
new 
aspect 
in 
criminal trials. It stems from 
the inherent conflicts in the B ill 
of Rights between the first and 
sixth amendments. 
The 
first 
amendment 
guarantees freedom of foe press 
while the sixth calls for the right 
of any defendant to a speedy end 
, public trial by an impartial jury. 
In discussing the order, 


Pruneau said he was nervous 
particularly about metropolitan 
newspapers sensationalizing foe 
case. He also said he believes 
strongly in the right of the public 
to attend the hearing. 
The judge atoo listed his con­ 
cern over public hostility 
against the defendants as a 
reason for issuing the gag order. 
He noted in court that all three 
defense attorneys 
have 
received threatening telephone 
calls. 
He reminded the packed 
courtroom the defendants are 
presumed innocent until proven 
guilty and are entitled to the 
best possible defense. 
Pruneau, after ordering the 
gag and discussing the nature of 
the case, called on the defense 
attorneys. 
The 
attorney 
representing Hulstine requested 
a continuance. 
He told the court he was ap­ 
pointed only three days ago and 


I had been in court each of those | 
days. He said he intended to file 
at least two motions and had not 
had time to prepare them. 
Pruneau asked the nature of 
foe motions. The attorney said 
he preferred not to discuss 
them, but that one was in regard 
to a confession. Edmundson said 
he understood there was a tape 
recorded confession made and 
said he had not heard it. 
The attorney who represents 
Winningham, 
joined 
in 
requesting that foe case be 
continued. He also said he un­ 
derstood there were seven hours 
of 
taped 
statements 
the 
defendants had made. 
The 
lawyer said he had listened to 
only 30 minutes of the tapes. 
He added he probably would 
make a motion in regard to the 
tapes but had to hear them first. 
He said that due to the grave 
nature of the charges, he might 
ask to have the bodies of Fan­ 


cher and Baker exhumed. 
While Wayne County Coroner 
Marvin Bowles did hold an 
inquest on the two deaths last 
week, no autopsy was per­ 
formed on the victims.

pressed willingness to go along. 
Later, Burroughs said the delay 
would be agreeable to him. 
Police in St. Louis arrested the 
four men.

by an informant. 


A search of Hulstine’s South 
St. Louis apartment produced 
a.22 caliber revolver and a .32- 
caliber pistol, authorities said. 
Hulstine, 32, if being held in the 
Butler County jail. 


He reportedly was sentenced 
to 20 years imprisonment in 1970 
for assault with intent to kill. 
Newspaper reports said the 
conviction stemmed from the 
abduction and shooting of an 
Arnold man.

attorneys in the case 
The hearings on two-count 


first- degree murder charges 
against Howard Hulstine, Roger 
Winningham, 
and 
Donald 
Stephens have been continued 
until 9 a m May 18 A hearing is 
set at that time for the fourth 
defendant, 
Guy 
Burroughs, 
charged with accessory after 
the fact to armed robbery. 
The charges stem from the 
April 28 robbery of the Cow Shed 
tavern on Highway 67 just north 
of Greenville. Authorities say 
Carl Fancher, the bartender, 
and James Baker, who lived 
behind the tavern, were killed 
during the course of the robbery. 


Pruneau’s

EDITOR’S NOTE - King
